while waiting for the other to take 
the offensive. 


Breach Is Complete. 
The

Sulzer and 
Glynn is complete and tere will 
be 
no further conferences between their 
counsel so far as known on the ques- 
tion of submitting the controversy to 
the court. 
D. Cady Herrick, Sulzer's 
chief counsel in so announcing todav 
said that he did not expect to make 
public any plans of lawyers for the 
impeached executive. 
"We are preparig 
our cases for 
tiraJ," Mr. Herrick said.

would be.

Mrs.

Last night was the worst passed by 
Mrs. Sulzer since she became ill of ;L :

pression, and had two fainting spells. 
She sleeps restlessly and the

sleep was induced by sedatives."

The standard of honesty is. so flex-

The man whose 
word Is considered as good as his 
bond;-and- who holds the -record -for 
prayer meeting attendance does not 
always hesitate to settle with ,the 
conductor on the train, and satisfies 
hie, conscience with the 
argument 


that a railroad is a soulless corpora- 
tion. 
Ihe man turned loose to put a valu 


a Iff n on his property, for purposes of 
taxation. -:jsgldom over-estimates 
its 


vajwe, anil if he can beat the assess- 
ment, "the still small voice" is so 
near silent, that it fails to annoy 
him. 


The most of us obey the laws of 


the land, not because we fear them, 
but because we respect them, and yet 
ignore the larger code of unwritten 
Jaws, which have to do with ques- 
ttions of honesty and morality. 


The old command, "Thou shalt not 
steal!" is of broader significance 
than the criminal code, and many of 
us. break it every day, knowing that 
we will never be called to account 
before, any court of justice. 
:. 


Attention was called, the 
other 


day, to a gang of workmen, employed 
at a way station, in malting improve- 
ments. 
The thought which seemed 


to .impress them, was, that the job 
would last longer if they took life 
easy. They were stealing time, for 
which good money was paid them, by 
the same soulless corporation which 
tempted 
the honest passenger 
to 


compound, a felony with the honest 
conductor. 


The same conditions 
prevail, to 
large extent, throughout the indus- 
trial world, and many failures result 
from thefts of this kind. 
The man 


who "soldiers" on his job, is as much 
a thief, as the man who picks your 
pqcket, yet he is not considered a 
law-breaker. 


.The governor, of New York was 


impeached the other day because he 
was accused of appropriating cam- 
paign funds for private speculation. 
Had-the money, said to iave been 
invested in Wall street, proved a 
lucky venture, as he supposed 
it 


would, no one would have been the 
wiser. 


Many of us learn by experience, as 


Governor Sulzer has learned to his 
sorrow, that honesty is the best pol- 
icy, 
and the fear of being found out 


keeps some of us in the straight and 
narrow path. 


;The question of honesty is broader 


than 
church 
or 
creed. 
The first 


crime of record was the result of dis- 
obedience, and the first man and 
woman paid the penalty for being dis- 
honest. 
From that day to the pres- 


ent, coming down through the cen- 
turies, every race in every land has 
had a moral code with honesty as a 
prominent feature. 


The age in which we live is the 


advanced age of civilization, enjoying 
intelligence of high degree, and pos- 
sessing a conscience quickened by 
the influence of many centuries of a 
Christian dispensation. 


In our own land, it is an open 


question as to whether our standard 
of morals has kept pace with the rap- 
idly developing age. 


There was a time when the church 


and the Sabbath commanded respect, 
by all classes of people, but today the 
sanctity of both is but lightly re- 
garded. Our adopted citizenship has 
increased .in numbers, far more rap- 
idly than our native born, and the 
customs of the old world have crowd- 
ed out many of'our well established 
usages. 


Scattered over the land, especially 


in the east and north, are thousands 


the Saturday Evening Post a story 
called "The Price of Place," which

The statement is often made, that 


more than honesty is necessary to 
success in life, and it is true, yet the 
fact remains that the building of a 
life, with honesty left out always 
means failure. 


What we need as a people today is 


more of the old fashioned brand of 
plain honesty, which recognizes hon- 
esty with ourselves, as well as with 
our fellow men. 
!: Not what we profess, hut what we 
pbssess. Not what we say, but what 
we do, are the things which count. 
.''.The standard of right and wrong. 
to the individual, is a question of 
judgment, as well as conscience, and 
the latter may not trouble us very 
much, iC the former has been warped 
by environment.

polla, who, of all the members of the 
Sacred College, is probably the clos- 
ert fr;end and warmest suupporter 
of Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Ire- 
land and other leaders of the libera.1 
element of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
church in America, is receiving con- 
gratulations in anticipation 
of 
his 
seventieth birthday which comes to- 
morrow. 
For many years Cardinal Rampolla 
has wielded immense influence 
in 
Vatican circles, though 
this 
influ- 
ence is not now so great as formerly, 
owing to the ascendancy of the re- 
actionaries. He was the papal sec- 
retary fo state under Leo XIII., and 
under that pontificate he was perhaps 
the most influential 
and 
powerful 
force in the Catholic hierarchy. 
But 


for his extreme liberality, which was 
offensive'to the conservative

bers of the College o f ' Cardinals, it 
is believed that he would have been 
selected to succeed Leo XIII. in the 
pontificate.

in 1889. With his 
mistress, 
Marie Vetsera, 
he was found dead 


in the royal hunting lodge. How they 
died is another secret of the Haps- 
burgs. 
The young daughter of the Crown 
Prince, named Elizabeth after the Em- 
press, faithfully carried out the Haps- 
burg impulses. 
When a girl 
of 17 
she met and married a young army 
officer against the wishes of the Em- 
peror. 
Her husband proved faithless 
i.and there was a tragic ending to their 
love when, she shot her husband's mis- 
tress, whom She had surprised with 
im at Prague. :

widow of the Grown Prince and mo- 
ther of Elizabeth, married Count Lon- 
yay, which marriage was also con- 
trary to the wishes of the Emperor.

death oE the aged Emperor, 
for his 
successor, his nephew, the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, will bring a wife 
but no empress to the throne.

Francis Ferdinand married the 
Countess Chotek, who was a lady-in- 
waiting at the court. 
At the time 
Francis Joseph solemnly announced to 
the empire that his nephew's marriage 
was morganatic and that therefore 
neither his wife nor his children had 
any of the rights cf the imperial fam- 
ily.There are many who say that 
tho 
domestic sorrows of Francis Joseph 
are due to a cur;e that is hanging 
over the house of Hapsburg, uttered 
by the aged Countess 
of 
Karolyi, 
whose son was put to death for parti- 
cipating in the uprising of IS'IS. 
She 
called on Heaven and Hell to blast 
the happiness of tlie Emperor, to ex- 
termina.te his'family, 
to strike 
him 
through those he loved, to wreck his 
life and to ruin his children.

children before Jesus , came and was 
cradled in a manger.

Rome, childhood had no rights other 
than those which the sentiment of 
the father might fitfully concede to 
It. 
He might abandon his child or 


murder it as he chose. 
Greece set 


the example to Rome in this respect, 
since Spartan children were some- 
times beaten at the altar of Diana 
until their life-blood ran out upon its 
steps. It was not until Christianity 
had begun to affect the Roman empire 
that love for little children found ex- 
pression in literature, or that care for 
them became the custom of the great. 
There, is .great- encouragement to us 
Christian parents in the fact that the 
soul of a little child is as precious 
In the sight of' God as that of Its par- 
ent j It.:was, Jesus.who taught us this 
and :'to his'holy name should be the 
praise. Let us -.act on this encourage- 
ment and bring* bur children to the 
Lord that-they-may be saved.
